Whatever  may  be  said  occasionally  to  the 
detriment  of  the  legislative  reputation  of  the 
House  of  Assembly,  the  bills  that  have  beeo 
recently  introduced  by  that  body  are  credit- 
able In  the  extreme.  The  wants  of  the 
cowrtry  are  no*  longer  ignored  ;  public  opin- 
ion is  do  longer  set  aside  ;  and  the  legislation 
O  f  the  colony  is  carried  out  with  a  business* 
like  assiduity.  Among  the  measures  recent- 
ly introdueed  ia  a  bill  to  regulate  weights 
and  measures.  It  ia  scarcely  necessary  to 
aay  that  lew  bills  are  more  urgently  required. 
No  person  who  is  in  the  habit  of  making 
retail  purchases  in  Victoria,  oan  do  other 
than  thank  Mr.  DeCosmos  for  endeavoring 
to  establish  something  like  a  standard  in  the 
weights  and  measures  used  by  our  tradesmen. 
A  Mechanics'  Lien  Law  and  a  Homestead 
Bill  are  two  other  measures  introduced  by 
the  same  gentleman  wbioh  are  also  urgently 
required.  Through  the  absence  of  the  form- 
er bill  the  mechanics  of  Victoria  have  been 
literally  swindled  time  and  again  without  a 
remedy.  If  the  mercantile  portion  of  oar 
population  had  suffered  one  tithe  of  the  in* 
justice  which  baa  been  dealt  out  to  oor  me- 
chanics, legislation  would  have  aet  them  to

To  TBI  Editor  or  the  British  Colonist, 
Sia,— At  the  suit  of  Sprat  t  ft  Kriemfer,  of 
Victoria,  I  was  arrested  and  pat  in  Victoria 
gaol  on  Thursday,  the  16th  February.  I 
bad  a  fellow  prisoner  for  companion,  but  this 
by  no  means  reconciled  me  to  my  position, 
for  companions  In  misfortune  do  not,  after  all, 
make  out'*  position  a  comfortable  one,  aod  I 
determined  tbe  first  apportunity  to  make  my 
escape.    In  doing  this  1  bad  no  desire  to  run 
away  from  the  responsibility  of  my  debtt. 
My  imprisonment  oould  not  and  would  not 
benefit  my  creditors  while  it  would  infliot  an 
Injury  on  myself.    I  considered  it  was  my 
duty  to  get  away  and  I  knew  it  was  the  duty 
of  the  prison  autboritiee  to  prevent  me  from 
doing  so,  as  fair  on  so  I  laid  my  plans.  Ob. 
seiving  that  a  polioemao  came  round  every 
night  to  see  it  I  was  in  bed,  previously  to 
locking  me  op,  I  first  ol  all  attempted  to  de- 
oeive  him  by  plaeing  a  dummy  in  my  oed, 
which  I  constructed  with  the  hair  from  my 
bad  and  my  shirt.    I  made  tbis  as  near  as  I 
eould  like  the  human  shape  and  covered  it 
very  earefully  and  tenderly  with  tne  bed 
clothes  and  put  on  it  my  hat  and  also  neck 
tie.    There  lies,  thought  I,  a  second  Jemmy 
Jones,  Ihe  best  I  csn  construct,  and  I  was 
sorry  I  could  not  give  it  the  power  ol  snor- 
ing, as  then  my  escape  by  means  of  this 
would  be  certain.    However  suoh  as  it  was 
I  thought  it  as  »  work  of  art  well  calculated 
to  deceive.    A  little  before  six  o'clock  on 
tbe  night  of  February  21st  I  slipped  out  of 
the  room  and  xecreted  mytelf  in  a  imsli 
building  in  tbe  prison  yard.    Shortly  alter 
as  usual  a  policeman  oame  to  an  adjainiog 
building  and  observing  that  there  was  soma 
ene  without  a  hat  and  supposing  it  was  I  be 
went  back  to  the  debtor's  prison,  and  as  I 
afterwards  learned,  in  touohiog  my  work  of 
art  ruthlessly  tore  off  what  was  intended  for 
a  head.    He  immediately  eame  back  for  (be 
real  Jemmy  Jones  and  demanded  that  I 
should  proceed  at  onoe  to  my  bed.  at  the 
same  lime  saying,  it  was  of  no  use  for  me  to 
joke  there  as  there  were  smarter  men  than 
me  in  that  prison.    I  laid  I  am  not  iraart;  I 
am  a  fool.   I  was  reported  to  Mr.  Hankin, 
the  Superintendent, but  I  observed  to  him  that 
I  was  joking.   Orders  were  then  given  that 
my  liberty  should  be  restricted  and  that  for 
no  purpose  was  I  to  bo  absent  from  my  room 
■of  than  three  minutes.   1  still  dewrmlBM 
to  escape,  bin  tbis  time  by  a  bolder  and 
mora  straightforward  method,  and  I  resolved 
to  go  oat  by  tbe  same  door  as  I  entered.
